The claim is allowable because the prior art fails to teach a transmission arrangement configured 
to pivot about one spindle of the at least three mounting spindles as set forth in claim 2. 

Camenzind clearly teaches a pocket knife having a weighing element 51, but lacks of a 
transmission arrangement configured to pivot about one spindle
